_ sugar administrator for 

War Brices and Trade Board, warns 
the Canadian public that there is no 
lo pe for any increase in regular 
s uga r ration or "canning sugar in¬ 
crease. No hope. The whole world 
supply i.- desc nii 'd ns extremely tight. 
Mr, Noble says it is true that ware¬ 
houses are filled with sugar, but sugar 
is an annual crop and delivery.is tak¬ 
en when 'it can be got. Stocks on 
hand make *t possible to maintain the 
regular ration'. Shipping is no longer 
the all-important factor. Rationing 
must be continued hecau e the total 
world stocks arc deficient. Canada de¬ 
pends for four-fifths of her sugar on 
importation which i. allocated from 
a world pool under agreement be¬ 
tween Britain, U.S.A. and Canada. 

The world pool carryover stood at 
three million tons two years ago.-and 
only one million tons at the end of 
19‘.‘i.

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PROVISIONS FOR SOLDIERS 

T DOISLATION already in force or promised, by the 
■*"* different parties, seems to provide fairly adequately 
for returned men in respect to thei!*' post-war future. 
But unless these commitments are widely publicized 
amongst the services and the families at home, many a 
young man will fail to take full advantage of his rights 
and opportunities. Another feature which may not work 
to the advantage of the veteran is the type of board 
which he confronts in seeking Anal settlement. The 
laws at the top, and the men at the top may intend that 
every consideration be given to the man in the services, 
but there are bound to be representatives on the myriad 
boards whose effort it will be to break down a soldier’s 
just claim. Already we have heard too much of attempts 
to dodge responsibility by unearthing some obscure pre¬ 
war ailment and pinning any physical disability to that 
ailment. Any failure to have mentioned the ailment ^ 


before enlistment can be set down as “wilfcl conceal¬ 
ment” an alarming and often unfair charge. This is 
particularly true in view of the well-known pressure put 
upon men to enlist in the Arst place. The medical board 
which passes a young man into the service should have 
heavier liability. Any man accepted as At for service, 
retained in training for months or years, and later dis¬ 
charged as unAt, without being actually under Are, 
should be a government responsibility. He has been 
pulled out of his civilian occupation, and approved. If 
gpveinment officials have made a mistake in their diag¬ 
nosis of his fitness, let the government bear the cost of 
the mistake—and appoint more competent boards. 

The necessity for informing men in the services of 
their future opportunities cannot be too greatly empha¬ 
sized. Parents should also be informed so that they 
may act as a brake on those whose Arst and only 
thought is to get out of the service and away from it 
all. They will sign anything for the sake of quick dis¬ 
charge, and their impetuous action may result in re¬ 
gret, and no end of trouble for them later. 

The Canadian Legion is asking that instead df’the 
gratuities which the boys accepted on discharge after 
the last war, every.jnan be held on army strength and 
pay until he is re-established securely in civilian life. 
This seems to recommend itself on many counts if the 
boys will confqgm to a period of delay that may ensue. 

A fair land settlement plan is available for those who 
'•can qualify in reasonable requirements. Vocational 
training or university training is generously assisted. 
For twelve months after discharge every veteran is 
supposed to get free insurance against unemployment, 
accident or sickness. Some of these conditions, in modi- 
Aed form, were effective after the last war, but 88% 
of the men just took their gratuity and their discharge. 

The government is going quite a distance in recogniz¬ 
ing its duty. But those in the services should have wise 
advice in safeguarding their own future.

An American highway commis¬ 
sioner came back from overseas 
witn tne prediction that Britain 
would abandon the left turn in driv¬ 
ing, but she is not the one to aban¬ 
don a custom because it is old. She 
is more likely to cling to it on that 
account. The practice started cen¬ 
turies ago when the chief mode of 
lung, distance transportation for 
man was on horeback. There were I 
highwaymen and footpads "to be I 
feared so the mounted man kept to 
the left of the road, the reins in his 
left hand and his right hand' free 
to draw his sword or pistol. 

The experience of Argentina and 
Bolivia shows' that no government 
can live regardless of its neighbors. 
Every country is interested in toe 
government of every other country. 
Any democratic country will recog¬ 
nize any government that another 
country may place in power of its 
own volition, but will refuse recog¬ 
nition if it suspects outside interfer¬ 
ence. The obsequious fawning of 
those two governments for recogni¬ 
tion indicates that it is valued if for 
nothing else than a token of respect¬ 
ability. ) 

Mr. Coldwell had better go easy 
on that stuff about sifting the Mac- 
Naughton matter to the bottom or 
the government may decide to go tb 
the country and let the people say 
whether the General was sick orYiot.

An Anglican newspaper in Eng¬ 
land urges the re-election of Mr. 
Roosevelt. Many a good man has 
been beaten—Blaine for instance— 
by the ineptitude of a friend. 

The Finance Minister is being cen¬ 
sured by some of his party friends 
for limiting tax allowances on gifts 
to charitable institutions. What has 
been happening is this: large cor¬ 
porations have been giving large 
contributions to such institutions 
and it costs them very little to do 
so. They get the gift tax allowance 
on the money that otherwise would 
go to the Treasury in excess profits. 
Some universities have taken advan¬ 
tage of this to start drives for funds 
and it is amazing, how successful 
they have been. One of them got 
millions more than it wanted. Mr. 
Illsley did the proper thing to curb 
the benefactions of those benefac¬ 
tors whose munificence was largely 
at the expense of the federal treas¬ 
ury. 

We must accept General Mac- 
Naughton’s word that his health 
was not bad enough to cause his 
resignation. He had ’flu—who 
hadn’t?—but Mr. King and Col. 
Ralston aggravated it by excessive 
sympathy. The “Defence Minister 
certainly overshot the mark when 
he told the press that illness and 
nothing else was behind the resigna¬ 
tion. The General has no just cause 
for complaint however. He did what 
no other commander in military his¬ 
tory ever did—he was in command 
of an army for four years of war 
without getting into a fight. For 
that he was secondarily responsible. 
He carried out official policy even 
after the Defence Minister had ex¬ 
hibited a desire to break away from 
it. 

Most of the objectors to proposals 
made by Smuts or Halifax stress 
the point that if Britain becomes 
stronger, it will just mean a return 
to imperialism. It suits their book 
better that Britain exhausted from 
her exertions in war shall enter 
peace conferences without recupera¬ 
tion or build-up. Their, idea is ap¬ 
parently that this will prevent her 
from engaging in power politics, 
leaving that entirely to Russia and 
the United States in the order nam¬ 
ed. 

This war might not have been pre¬ 
ventable in any case, but it certain¬ 
ly does not owe its origin to Bri¬ 
tain's strength. On the contrary her 
weakness was undoubtedly an en¬ 
couragement to aggressors. When 
Britain was strong, the United 
States was able to get on with one 
navy. Canada was saved the ex¬ 
pense of maintaining any but skele¬ 
ton forces for.nearly two centuries, 
but we have Canadians who do not 
wish Britaiq. to regain that supre¬ 
macy lest she qae Itwr power poli¬ 
tics. Our Yankee cousins now re¬ 
cognize what that supremacy saved 
them in the past and if regained can 
save them- in the future. They can 
not understand our attitude and one 
of them suggests that Uncle Sam 
should learn to interpret Canada to 
her own mother country. 

Mr. King and Mr. Godbout are 
jockeying for position. The Quebec 
Premier wants Mr. King to go to 
the rmmtry first and bear the re¬ 
sponsibility for his own acts. In a* 
recent speech he expressed fear that', 
if he goes to the country first, he 
would be judged not by his own acts 
but by those of Ottawa. It is not 
Ottawa’s conduct of the war that 
scares him most—it is the restric¬ 
tions on liquor. Ottawa fixes the 
releases from bond, and provincial 
government have to ration their al¬ 
lotments accordingly. Although not 
to blame in the least the provincial 
Governments are held responsible 
by a thirsty and undiscriminatin* 
electorate ready to hit the first head 
that pops up. <
